Come to the Veccrnation Centres’ 
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United Nations, Mr. Sha- 
rett, the Foreign Minister. 
said that the moment con- 
summated a people's transi- 
tion “... from mere passive 
protest to active response,” 
and, as if in definition of 
this phrase, pledging Isra- 
el’s undivided loyalty to the 
U.N. Charter, he recalled 
that the pursuit of peace 
Was a treasured part of the 
Jewish heritage 


In particular, Mr. Sharecit 
addressed the Arab states 
and the other nations of the 
Middle East “deeply aware 
of the common destiny unit- 
ing Isreel with them” ahd 
promising that “once its 
own plece and status are 
secure, Israel has no higher 
ambition or more urgent 
task than to cultivate good 
neighbourliness and friend- 
ly. collaboration with the 
peoples of that area.” That 
promise and the wish that 
gives it force motivate Is- 
rael'’s relations with al! the 
other factors which make 
up the Middle Eastern com- 
pilex and which might 
threaten the world's peace 
Mr. Sharett was not utter- 
ing the mere fine phrases 
perhaps customary on such 
occasions.

SETTING THE COURSE FOR EUROPE 


By SEBASTIAN HAFFNER 


‘THE problem of Atlantic org- 

anization is increasingly in- 
truding itself upon the pre- 
sent American-Britisi-French 
talks in London. almost 
against the will of the parti- 
cipants. 

Their set objective is not 


policies, 

Western ‘Big Three’ to speak 
in future with one voice in 
world affairs. 

But in pursuit of this aim 
they find themselves at se- 
veral points hampered by the 
shortcomings of the present 
improvised and overlapping 
Auantic and European organi 
zation for cooperation, and 
it is in several instances be- 
coming increasingly doubtful 
whether their common foreign 
political aims can be attained 
without a recasting and 
tightening of the existing or- 
ganization. 

One problem which looks 
aimost insoluble in the ex- 
isting organizational. frame- 
work is the political integra- 
tion of Western Germany into 
the Atlantic Community 


But there are several other 
new tasks of Western foreien 
policy for which the exist- 
ing structure of cooperation 
“ badly fitted 


Three Groupings 

Leaving aside the Brucsel« 
Treaty organization ‘(“Weet 
em Union”) which ix now 
hardly more than a regional 
oranch of the Atlantic Treaty 
cTganization, there are today 
imree separate § international 
Mructures in the Wee all 
serving different purpose 
anc differing in membershi:
